rapldly as was consistent with good busi-
ueas,

The cotton wiil Is now erccted and Kear-
ney congratulntes horsell anil tho state on
having the croatest tuanufacturing Industry
in Nuoraska.

Preradbo nf the Balldings,

The burlaings aro located in the northwast
port of West Kearnoy, near Eeho Inke, and
ahout one mile west of the eentral pnrt of the
¢ity, Al the bulldings are of brick, nnd
massive In all dotaits,  Tho main bullding is
A0S 102 foet, two stories high, oullt suft
clently strong to carry tnother story when-
ever the enterprise demanos incronsed faeill
ties, The pulldings In connection are: A
boiler room, HixdS feot: an enginp room Hix
70 foet: a Fan room 27xi2 feet, and n three-
Aoy tower ix27 feot at the top of which 18
atank conuceted witg asystom of autormatio
sprinklers extending to all parts  of the
butlding, Threee vows of strong pllurs ure
ranged the entive lengih ot both stories of
the main building, which mnkes it strong
ounolgh to support the immensre amount of
machinery necessary to vguip the mill,

Motive power is furnisbed by an SU0 horso
power turbing water wheel conpected with
the butkhoad about 00 feet distant, eiving o
Tall of forty feet. The ponstock forming the
connedtion is nn immense stoel tube nine foet
in dinmeter, A natural wasta way or tail
race |8 found in o deep ravine leading to the
I*Intte rviver. In the same room with tho
wheol is an engine of the latest improved
pattorn of equal power, to bo used in case of
nocldont to the witer wheel,

Already there are soventy eir loads of ma-
chingry In tho mill and eighty more aro
curonto or in the shops undergoing complo-
tion:  'he equipment of the mill theoushont
s equnl to the best in the conntey, for it was
designed by cotton mill opsrators who hinve
had yonrs of successful exvericnco in Now
England and the south,

be eluss of goods to be manufactirved isa
superior quality of unbleactiod musiins from
114 to 104 of a yvara mm width, aud thoe
capneity will averago 26,000 yards daily. It
s estinnted that 450 persons will be em-
ploved from the start, and alrendy cnough
applications from skilled lnborers in tho enst
are in whe hands of tho manager to il the
quota of Lelp necded,  The Cotton Mill comn-
sany hns bullt Bty snuag cottages near oy,
or the accommodation of employes, which
gives the surroundiugs the appoarnoce of u
manufacturiog subarh,

Ounestion of Frelght Rotes,

It ins been sald that one of the principal
hindrances to tho sueeesss of the mill would
be the matter of laving down tho row
mnterial, on the basis of vates furnished New
Engluud manufacturers. 'Thls has beon tully
investigated, and it 19 an assured foaet that
cotton bales can be lald down at the wmill
much cheaper than at any other northern
factory. 'I‘Lun agnin, Kearney is in the cen-
trul portion of the conntey, and the matter
of freight from the east will be saved, mak-
lue a groat suving,

The gentlemen interested in the enterprise
are well known n the business world 1s sue-
cessful men of afeirs. They havoe counted
the cost and fgured their profit divect from
the business in which they have grown
wealthy.

Mre. Walter Cumnoek, tho managor of the
mill, has carofully studied the outlook forthe:
profitable disposal of the output of the mill.
Heo msseris that three eighths of the product
will find sule in the local mavkets, that is,
within o comparatively small radius. And
that as tho mill wiil make a class of goods
which will find & ready markot he anticipates
evan better rvesulls from the Kearnoy milil
than from tho suceessful mill at Henderson,
Ky, which he has just lefL,

What tho industry means today is that
conservative manufacturers have ventured
on o projoct which will mark a new era in
manufacturiog in the west, and espeeially at
Kearnoy, where n magnificent water power
places the cost of mavufacturing on a basis
with the east,

It is expected that tho spindles will begin
to whirr early in March as tne intervening
time will be takeu up in setting the machin-
ery.

originally soutenced for ton yoars for the
eritme of tarder. Two yoars ago Govaernor
Thayer recelved o numerously slgoed potition
from the members of Shaffer's old war rogi
ment, the Pilth Wisconsin artlilery. No
attention wae pald to tho mutter at the time,
A year lnter, on Decombor 24, 1804 the pov
oruor received a second potition, backed by
a number of lettars, one from Onlefl Justico
Cobb, in which the judeo nskoeil that thoe case
bo given thoe nost thorough consideration,
After due vetlection Governor ‘T'hayer com-
muted Shafler's sentence t live years' ln-
prisonment.
